IIURKHYSTERY. 


Juat low tbe ice harvesters at work at 


tbe Sangnmon river mar the water works, 
and the police of the city, are considera- 
bly exercised in mind with referencefto 
what appears to be a dark mystery,—one 
that should be speedily and thoroughly 
investigated by the proper authorities.
